TO ACCRA AS PROSECUTION WITNESS IN NARCOTICS CASE. MESSAGE 
REPEATED HEREIN CASE YOU DID NOT RECEIVE IT: "JOHN A. BOYTON 
WILL NOT RPT NOT BE ARRESTED (IF HE RETURNS TO GHANA). SUBJECT 
IS A PROSECUTION WITNESS. BOYTON TO CONTACT GHANA 
AIRWAYS, US BRANCH, FOR TICKET OR GHANA EMBASSY WASHINGTON FOR 
ASSISTANCE. PASSAGE ALREADY PAID. SUBJECT SHOULD ARRIVE GHANA 
BY JAN 4 OR 5 1977." 

2. ON DEC 28 LINDSAY ASKED US TO RELAY FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL 
MESSAGE TO YOU: "CONCERNING JOHN A. BOYTON, THIS TELEX SHOULD BE 
TAKEN AS WRITTEN NOTIFICATION (THAT HE WILL NOT BE ARRESTED). 
SUBJECT URGENTLY NEEDED IN GHANA TO GIVE EVIDENCE IN AKOSAH’S 
CASE. SUBJECT SHOULD ENDEAVOR TO ARRIVE IN GHANA BY JAN 4 

OR 5 1977. TREAT THIS MATTER AS VERY URGENT."
